Upon reconsideration of applicant's amended claims in conjunction with applicant's arguments and the 
Kieber-Emmons declaration and the Inventor's declarations under 37 C.F.R. § 1.132, filed 6/22/98 (Paper 
Nos. 16-17); the previous rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 112, first paragraph, 35 U.S.C. § 103 and 
provisional double patenting have been obviated as they apply to the instant claims. The pending claims, 
drawn to humanized LO-CD2a-specific antibodies and their use to inhibit T cell mediated immune 
responses, are free of the prior art, since the claimed humanized LO-CD2a-specific antibodies incorporate 
changes in acceptor framework amino acids which are not met by the criteria of the prior art. Accordingly 
the claims of this application are deemed allowable.
